Mastodonic Machine

The machine has a capacity of 
15 tons of coal per minute.

The augur 
weighs 93 tons. A 50-ton hopper 
freight car may be loaded in two 
to three minutes. Thirty-ton trucks 
are filled in two minutes each. 


In New York there is an an- 
nouncement that a new machine 
has been perfected which will sew 
buttons on clothing at a fantastic 
savings in time and labor. Also 
ready is an embroidering ma- 
chine. The patterns are punched 
on paper—in the manner of rolls 
in automatic pianos. Needles fol- 
low them and embroider any pat- 
tern in seconds. 


These are merely some of the 
automation processes which dram- 
atize industrial advances in the 
United States. The machines must 
be made, assembled, and main- 
tained. But for a long period of 
time the loss of jobs through au- 
tomation will present a problem 
of retraining, relocation, and other 
methods developed to relieve un- 
employment. 


We must understand our prob- 
lem. 


Immediate Objectives 


One of our immediate objectives 
is to become militarily stronger. 
But we will disastrously deceive 
ourselves if we do not understand 
that becoming economically strong 
is equally necessary. We must put 
most of our six million unem- 
ployed back to work. 


In the U.S.S.R., where certain 
priorities, chiefly in science and 
heavy industry have brought the 
Soviets important, even astound- 
ing advances, there is a shortage 
of labor. There are new lands to 
develop. There are known fe- 
sources of metals, coal and water 
power yet untapped. In many 
areas the industrial progress of 
the Russians is about where ours 
was in 1914 — or earlier. But 
no economist in this country dis- 


ing up with U.S. production by 
1970... . if war does not come. 
So committed are the Soviet 
planners to their belief that the 
future is an urban one, and that 
its problems will require vast 
ho sing complexes in which cen- 
tralized eati' g places will be nec- 
essary, that Mr. K. speaks casual- 
ly of abolishing home eating and 
substituting vast cafeterias, thus 
conserving women’s time to sup- 
plement their labor force. 


Rusk Given 


Italy’s Ideas 
On Berlin

ROME (#— Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk discussed the Berlin 
crisis for 2'2 hours Wednesday 
with Italian Premier Amintore 
Fanfani. 


“There is no question that the 
Berlin crisis is serious,” said Rusk 
after Fanfani briefed him on the 
talks the Italian premier had in 
Moscow last week with Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev. 


Khrushchev told Fanfani that 
Russia was prepared to negotiate, 
but reportedly menaced Western 
Europe. with nuclear destruction. 


Rusk, on a Berlin crisis mission 
to Europe, came to Italy from 
Paris to talk with Fanfani Wed- 
nesday and West German Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer Thursday. 


PLANS FOR FIRMNESS 


In Paris, Rusk told the foreign 
ministers of Britain, France and 
West Germany and the North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization’s coun- 


cil that a firm stand must be) nav

In an impromptu speech at a 
Kremlin reception honoring Maj. 
Gherman §. Titov, the second 
Russian astronaut, Khrushchev 
said the Soviet Union had the 
capability of constructing a rocket 
with an explosive warhead equiva- 
lent to 100 million tons of TNT. 


The Russian leader said his na- 
tion wanted peace and disarma- 
ment, and would prefer to sink 
all weapons in the sea. But he 
added that if war broke out, the 
Soviet Union would utilize all the 
armaments at its disposal. 


Khrushchev reiterated his de- 
termination to sign a peace treaty

The fourth hijacking of an 
American airliner also brought 
immediate demands from some 
angry members of Congress that 
the United States ‘‘Go into Cuba’’ 
and get the plane if Premier Fi- 
del Castro refused to return it. 


Their demands came _ before 
Cuban authorities gave the plane 
clearance to take off with all crew 
members and passengers except 
the hijacker.

INCREASING HARASSMENT

This Alliance Is 
A Bold Adventure 


Preoccupation with the Berlin crisis 
has taken the headlines from an equally 
important development in the long-range 
program to combat Communist subversion 
in free nations. Quietly but with deter- 
mination the Alliance for Progress be- 
tween the United States and Latin Amer- 
ican republics is coming into being. On it 
rests the fate of freedom in this hemi- 
sphere. 
In a message opening the ‘conference 
last Saturday in Uruguay, President 
Kennedy described the task of the alli- 
ance as follows: “. . . To demonstrate 
anew that freedom is not merely a word 
or an abstract theory but the most effec- 
tive instrument for advancing the wel- 
fare of man... . It is a test of the values 
_ 6f our own society, a proving ground for 
the vitality of freedom in the affairs of 
‘Mman.” : 


At the conference Tuesday, Cuba’s 
economic boss, Ernesto Guevara, issued 
a boastful challenge to nations in the al- 
liance to match what he said Cuba could 
do in the next 20 years under its Commu- 
nist-dominated revolution. It has been 
accepted and all Latin America thus will 
become the testing ground about which 
the President spoke. 

The alliance itself is a bold adven- 
ture in U.S. foreign policy and foreign 
aid. It calls for a 20-year program of aid 
to promote self-help by recipient coun- 
tries in tax, land, education and other 
reforms. It seeks to break down trade 
barriers, to assist with economic devel- 
opment and to keep inflation in check. 
Generous aid will be distributed on the 
basis of each country’s willingness to 
undertake reform. 


There will be many difficulties in 
working out the alliance in all its forms. 
It offers the best hope for Latin Ameri- 
cans themselves to create their own revo- 
lutions in freedom without taking the 
route of Cuba.

These Schools Deserve 


More Accurate Names 


The State Board of Education has a 
valid point in wanting to change the 
names of the state’s two trade and voca- 
tional schools to reflect the increased 
emphasis upon technical studies offered. 


In addition to teaching trades, such 
as auto mechanics, and vocations, such as 
business education, the schools now are 
placing a strong amount of stress upon 
such subjects as electronic technology, 
tool and die design and several other 
technical studies. 


Georgia must have men skilled in 
these specialties if it is to attract indus- 
tries at the rate it should. The four area 
vocational-technical schools to be opened 
in September, with others planned later, 
will help fill the need. 


It is appropriate that the word ‘“‘tech- 
nical’ will be included in their titles. The 
same holds true with regard to the two 
state facilities that have outgrown their 
respective names in north and south 
Georgia.

virtually certain to repeat as his 
party's candidate in 1962, al- 
though no formal announcement 
has been made. 


At a press conference follow- 
ing Wednesday’s meeting, John 
Khriebel, state Republican chair- 
man from Los Angeles, and Jo- 
seph Martin Jr., national com- 
mitteeman from San Francisco, 
gave a briefing on the conference 
with Nixon.

The Castro government from 
the start of Wednesday's incident 


took pains to make clear it had 
no intention of holding the air- 
liner and made every effort to 
make its passengers comfortable, 
especially Turbay Ayala. Also 
among the passengers were 22 
Americans. The rest were Latin 
Americans. 


Ayala’s presence aboard 
the craft, and the fact that Pan 
American provides the only U.S. 
air service to Cuba, made the 
hijacking a double source of em- 
barrassment to the Castro gov- 
ernment. 


Castro himself escorted Turbay 
Ayala to the plane before it took 
off for Miami and told the pilot, 
Capt. Carl Ballard of Pauls Val- 
ley, Okla.:, 


“We must not steal from each 
other. We must take steps to pre- 
vent planes from being stolen,” 


CASTRO CONCERNED 


Castro also inquired whether 
conditions were safe for takeoff. 


The plane was hijacked four 
minutes after it took off from 
Mexico City at midday by the 
swarthy Cadon, who was dressed 
in a light blue suit and reported 
to be “trembling like a leaf.’’ 


The flight, No. 501, originated 
in Houston, Tex., and was headed 
across Central America to Pan- 
ama, with stops scheduled at 
Mexico City, Guatemala City and 
San Jose, Costa Rica. 


Cadon struck down a steward 
who tried to block him from en- 
tering the cockpit and pressed his 
gun against Ballard’s head, or- 
dering him to turn eastward to 
Havana. 


“The plane had just taken off 
from Mexico,”’ Ballard said later. 
‘It was only at 1,500 feet when 
Cadon, with a kick, opened the 
door of the cabin. He pointed at 
us with a .38-caliber pistol and 
ordered us to take the plane to 
Havana.” 


LOOKED “INSANE” 


Ballard said Cadon had the 
“wild-eyed”’ look of an “insane” 
man when he entered the cabin, 
and stayed in the cockpit for the 
full two hours and 36 minutes it 
took to reach Havana. 


Capt. Ballard said: “‘He threat- 
ened us several times, and we 
were in great danger of being 
shot, not intentionally but by ac- 
cident. He said he’d kill us, and 
he said when the problem came 
up that we were not to land for 
fuel. He told us we'd crash 
first.” 

Four U.S. jet fighters scram- 
bled from the Miami region at 
first word of the hijacking but 
failed to make contact with the 
plane before it reached Havana. 


Wilbur L. Morrison, a Pan 
American vice president who 
flew to Havana to investigate 
the incident, reported “‘there was 
a time when the Algerian thought 
he was headed for Miami and 
threatened to shoot the second 
officer.” 

THREATENS STEWARD 

Morrison said the man forced 
his way into the cockpit by tell- 
ing the steward “If you don't 
open the door I will shoot you.” 


The gunman was disarmed by 


Cuban officials and placed under 
arrest as soon as the hijacked 


1 plane landed in Havana. 


The passengers were treated 
well when they arrived at the 
terminal and were allowed to rest 
in an airport lounge.

Khrushchev said that any na- 
tion that attacked the Soviet 
Union would be committing sui- 
cide. He suggested that the huge 
sums spent for armaments go into 
a common fund for the develop- 
ment of science and for aid to 
underdeveloped countries. 


Titov arrived here Wednesday 
morning, presumably from a 
medical center where he had 
undergone tests after his pro- 
longed orbital flight, to receive 
a hero’s welcome. He was em- 
braced in turn at Vnukovo Air- 
port by Premier Khrushchev, 
Mrs, Titov, and by his parents. 
MOTORCADE CHEERED 

The thousands lining the road 
cheered the flower-bedecked mo- 
torcade that took the astronaut, 
together with his family, Maj. 
Yuri Gagarin, the first Soviet 
astronaut, and the top Soviet 
leadership to Red Square. 


Atop the mausoleum of Lenin 
and Stalin, Titov observed a 
demonstration in his honor very 
similar to that accorded Ga- 
garin in April. 

The hundreds of thousands of 
demonstrators who paraded by 
bearing red banners and huge 
photographs of the astronaut 
gave Titov a warm ovation, al- 
though it was less enthusiastic 
and spontaneous than that ac- 
corded Gagarin. 


Addressing the demonstrators 
massed in Red Square before the 
televised parade began, Titov 
said that he could have landed 
the Vostok II where he chose. 


EAST TO HANDLE 

‘All of the ship’s systems, in- 
cluding the landing system, are 
fully automated,” Titov said. 
“But the ship can also be con- 
trolled manually. It is easy and 
safe to handle, so that the cosmo- 
naut can bring it to land at any 
point on the globe.”

‘Obviously it will take about twice 
as much effort for somebody 
weighing 240 pounds to do it as 
‘for somebody weighing 120 pounds. 


Anyway, one can expend from 
100 to 500 calories an hour by 
walking—it depends on the speed 
of the walk and the weight that 
is being carried. 


To put it another way, let’s say 
that lying down quietly using one 
calorie a minute ‘1,440 calories a 
day.’

_ Contacted at work, Jethro Dye 
said, “I didn’t know my father 
was going to be in 
Washington on the matter, al- 
though to me it’s amazing that 
he never has received any pay- 
ment for his invention.”’ 


BY REP. ANDREWS 


The bill to award Dye or his 
heirs a cash award of $1 million 
was introduced by Rep. George 
W. Andrews (D-Ala). 


This legislation noted that Dye 
offered his scientific contribution 
to the U.S. government in 1918, 
but has never received compensa- 
tion for his patent. 


Andrews’ bill says that Dye’s 
invention was used by the armed 
services in the 1920’s to develop 
bombsights and leveling devices 
dependent upon gyroscopic stabil- 
ization. 

These principles were instru- 
mental in the successful prose- 
cution of World War II and in 
“the emergence of the United 

. States to the forefront” of the 
space race,” the bill declares. 
COMMERCIAL USE 

In addition to its defense use, 
the invention has been the basis 
for several moultimillion-dollar 
commercial enterprises, accord- 
ing to the bill. 

Because of the highly classified 
nature of the invention, Dye had 
no legal recourse to reap any fi- 

_ Mancial benefit from it during 
World War II, the bill declares.

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‘Financing 
: Of Tuition 
Is Debated 


By BRUCE GALPHIN 


: State officials were at odds 
Wednesday about who would pay 
for private school tuition grants 
and where the money would come 
from. 


Gov. S. Ernest Vandiver in a 
television address Tuesday night 
said he was authorizing the State 
Board of Education to provide tu- 
jtion grant funds ‘from its regu- 
jar appropriation.” 


- But State School Supt. Claude 
‘Purcell asserted Tuesday that all 
regular appropriation funds al- 
ready had been allotted for speci- 
‘fic purposes. 

ADDITIONAL FUNDS 


Unless the governor allots ad- 
ditional funds or at least signs a 
budget order transfering existing 
‘funds, Purcell said he could not 
legally expend money for tuition 
grants. 


“Tf no funds are allotted speci- 
fically by the governor, then the 
only way I know to pay for tui- 
tion grants is to take it out of 
funds already allocated to the lo- 
‘cal school systems or from local 
money,”” Purcell said. 


. Vandiver was out of the city 
Wednesday, but an aide said the 
governor plans to make no ad- 
ditional budget transfer to the 
State Board of Education. 


PROBLEM LIMITED 


The problem of tuition grants 
appeared to be limited to re 
quests from the Atlanta school 
district in the year 1961-62. 


Although the tuition grant law 
makes no reference to desegrega- 
tion, the governor in his speech 
Tuesday night said the State 
Board of Education was author- 
ized to approve grants only when 
the applicant was “‘striving for an 
education under absolutely intoler- 
able conditions.” 


LIMIT TO ATLANTA 


It was understood that the only 
‘absolutely intolerable conditions’”’ 
the governor had in mind were 
those of desegregation. That 
would limit the question this year 
to Atlanta. 


A spokesman for the Atlanta 
hoard meanwhile contended, as 
did Purcell in the case of the 
state board, that there were no 
finds available to finance tuition 
grants, 


All available funds have been 
allocated for specific purposes, 
the spokesman said.

Coed Ruling 


The State Board of Education 
Was asked Wednesday to rescind— 
by Aug. 30—its ruling that a white 
Atlanta girl is entitled to transfer 
from a desegregated school to a 
segregated one. 


The request by the Atlanta 
Board of Education was delivered 
to State School Superintendent 
Claude Purcell. 


The state board held Monday in 
a 7-2 vote that the city board 
“abused its discretion’’ by refus- 
ing transfer to 17-yearlold Sandra 
Melkild, a Northside High senior. 


_CITY DEFENDS STAND 


In its motion Wednesday, the 
city board contended that it had 
not abused its discretion because 
had no discretion in the matter. 


A federal court order specifical- 
ly bans making transfer decisions 
on the basis of race, the motion 

‘ said, and the Melkild appeal was 
based solely on race.

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Surplus Food

‘ In a move aimed at cracking down on abuses in 
Georgia's $25 million surplus food distribution program, 
the state Welfare department has issued a directive mak- 
dng county officials responsible for verifying the eligibil- 


htens | 


ity of recipients. 
State Welfare Director Alan 


Kemper said Wednesday the new 
policy will become effective Sept. 
1. Counties already participating 
in the program will have until 
Dec. 1 to comply with the new 
regulations, he said. 

RESULT OF TELFAIR 

Kemper said the new policy “‘is 
the result of that team we sent 
down to Telfair.” 


A six-man team was dispatched 
by Kemper two months ago to 
look into Telfair County’s surplus 
food program. His action came on 
the heels of articles in The At- 
lanta Constitution by reporter 
Jack Nelson disclosing that Tel- 
fair had been distributing the food 
to 39 per cent of its population. 


A detailed audit of the Telfair 
program is being conducted by 
the U.S. Agriculture department, 
which furnishes the surplus com- 
modities from the nation’s huge 
farm surplus to help needy fami- 
lies. 


TAKEN ON WORD 


Up to now, applicants for the 
surplus food have been certified 
as eligible on the basis of their 
own testimony about income, job 
status and general eligibility. 


The new Kemper directive 
means that counties which want 
to participate in the program will 
have to check out and verify the 
information given by applicants 
seeking to receive the surplus 
food. 


“If they want to participate, 
then they’ll have to hire the staff 
to make these checks,” Kemper 
said. 

The new directive specifically 
provides that: 


1. “All points of eligibility must 
be verified prior to approval.” 


2. “Method of verification on 
each point of eligibility must ap- 
pear in the case folder to sub- 


stantiate the county department’s 
action.” 


No verification is necessary 
where applicants already receive 
some form of public assistance 
“since they are automatically 
eligible,” the directive said. 


MUST VERIFY 


In the case of applications from 
nonwelfare recipients, however, 
“‘All income and resources must 
be verified,” it said. 

Wellborn Ellis, Fulton County 
welfare director, said that “‘in 
most all respects, the plan we're 
operating under already com- 
plies” with the Kemper directive. 


“The main responsibility we 
haven’t assumed up to now—and 
which we will have to assume— 
is verifying the information fur- 
nished by nonwelfare applicants 
concerning income, cash _re- 
sources, property and estates,” 
Ellis said. 


Some 7,761 nonwelfare recip- 
ients already have been certified 
as eligible to receive the surplus 
28 in the Fulton program, he 
said. 


Each of these, under the Kemp- 
er directive, will have to be 
checked and verified by the coun- 
ty in addition to ‘‘all of the new 
applications we'll be getting,” 
Ellis said.

“To enter your jelly in the 
Fair, you want standard jars of 
jelly that have no _ bubbles,” 
advises Mrs. Wyatt. “After I 
cook my jelly, I let it set until 
bubbles stop forming on the 
top and then it is poured down 
the sides of the jars to avoid 
any other bubbles,’’ she com- 
mented. 


Some fruits require the addi- 
tion of commercial pectin for 
good jelly,” explains § Mrs. 
Wyatt. 

GOOD JELLY 

The three essential ingredients 
in making good jelly are acid, 
pectin and sugar. But they 
must be present in proper pro- 


portions. Cranberries, quinces, 
green apples, crabapples, 
grapes, plums, blackberries, 


gooseberries and the rind of 
orange and lemon contain both 
pectin and acid. 


Ripe peaches, pears, straw- 
berries, cherries, rhubarb and 
pineapple contain almost no 
pectin. And sweet apples and 
pears contain practically no 
acid. So, if pectin is insufficient 
in the fruit for good jelly, com- 
mercial pectin in dry or liquid 
form may be added. 


If fruit acid is deficient, fruit 
juice which is high in acid may 
be added as, for example, one 
tablespoon of lemon juice for 
each cup of fruit juice used. 


TOO SOFT 


Jelly that is too soft to hold 
its shape may be due to a high- 
er proportion of sugar than the 
fruit juice requires. And it may, 
also, be due to insufficient boil- 
ing after the sugar was added. 


“When cooking jellies for a 
long time, you tend to loose 
that fresh flavor,’ points out 
Mrs. Wyatt. And the pectin is 
also destroyed over long, slow 
boiling. So remember that rapid 
boiling gives best results. 


Cloudy jelly may be due to 
overcooking of the fruit before 
straining off the juice or be- 
cause pressure was applied 
when the juice was strained, al- 
lowing semisolid fruit particles
